1 . The indicated allowability of claims 6-7 are withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Asakawa et al (US 4,086,537), and the "Interim guidelines for 
Examination of Patent Applications for Patent Subject Matter Eligibility". Rejections 
based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The recitation "A time-slot-coded signal which 
receives at regular time intervals a synchronization pattern which is selected such that it 
differs by a prescribable Haming distance from all the valid data signals of the time slot 
coding independently of the respective time slot of the data signals, and that it differs by 
a prescribable Hamming distance from all time-shifted versions of the synchronization 
pattern " does not appear that a claim reciting a signal encoded with functional 
descriptive material falls within any of the categories of patentable subject matter set 
forth in paragraph 101. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Asakawa et 
al. (US 4,086,537), hereinafter referred as Asakawa. 

Regarding claim 6, Asakawa discloses time division multiplex communication 
receiving apparatus. 

a synchronization detector for detecting a synchronization pattern within a data 
stream of a time-slot-coded signal, which synchronization detector has a shift register (a 
shift register 65-fig.6 of a frame sync circuit 45-fig.4, see col. 7-line 25 to col.8-line 6) 
with parallel outputs to which the data stream is fed on the input side (the shift register 
65 receives data from a-fig.6), in which the synchronization pattern is stored in the 
synchronization detector (a frame synchronization of a specific pattern is stored in 
memory 61 -fig. 6), and in which the synchronization detector is provided for pairwise 
comparison of the stored synchronization pattern with the output signals of the shift 
register (a comparator 62 is used for pairwise comparison of the stored sync pattern 
from the memory 61-fig.6 with the output signals of the shift register 65-fig.6).
